By the deeds Terwilliger stripped himself 
of all his visible property, but provided for 
an allowance of $60 a month for his wife and 
daughter. With the letter was aiso one to 
Terwilliger’s son Francis, who ile employed 


in the bank, sta that the family might 
never see the 1 and father again. 

Attorney C. Sessions of this city and 
the two trustees made an investigation of the 
bank’s affairs last night and found every- 
thing in satisfactory condition. 

> Assets Exceed Debts $15,000. 

The investigation showed that Mr. Ter- 
williger took with him $6,000, but he left the 
bank in a prosperous condition. The amount 
on deposit is $64,800, this representing the 
total amount of liabilities. The total assets 
will range from $70,000 to $80,000. There is 
considerable excitement at Montague owing 
to the belief that the bank is in difficulties. 

There is some gossip in regard to Terwil- 
liger’s friendship for a young woman in 
Oceana County, but this is scouted by his 
friends. 

The two trustees did not care to undertake 
the responsibilities of conducting the bank, 
and late this afternoon Judge Russell ap- 
pointed Charles E. Covell of Whitehall re- 
ceiver. The bank will be closed for good.

HUSBAND REFUSES TO TALK, 


Failure to return a borrowed book cost a 
life last night when Robert Newitt of 3026 
La Salle street was shot to death by the 
friend of a lifetime. The murder was com- 
mitted in the house of the slayer, George 
Johnson, who lives at 451 Thirty-eighth 
street. 

Johnson, who is the owner of the book over 
which the men quarreled, is a prisoner at the 
Stanton Avenue Police Station. He admits 
that he killed Newitt, but will say nothing as 
to his motive. 

Mrs. Johnson and the neighbors are au- 
thorities for the story, While the 
police are inclined to believe it, they are not 
satisfied that jealousy did not play a part in 
the tragedy.

Johnson and Newitt had been friends since 
boyhood, having lived in the same town in 
England.

Newitt was 50 years old and a widower. 
Johngon is about the same age. 


Johnson Pursued and Caught. 

It was shortly after 11 o’clock last night 
when Policeman M. J. O’Rourke heard a shot 
as he was traveling his beat in Thirty- 
eighth street. As he started to investigate 
a man, hatiess and coatless, ran out of the 
house occupied by Johnson and fled down the 
street, 

O' Rourke gave chase and caught the fugi- 
tive in an alley two blocks away. Johnson,

MILLS ARE STOPPED BY STRIKE. 


of Freight in Pennsylvania 
Yards at Pittsburg Makes 13,000 
Workmen Idle. 


Ptttsburg, Pa., Nov. 29.—[{Special.]—On ac- 
count of the congestion of freight in the 
yards of the River division of the Pennsyl- 

vania railroad all the mills whose terminals 
are fed from that railroad were closed down 
tonight for lack of material to run them. 

Thirteen thousand men are thus thrown 
into idleness. The plants are the Crescent 
steel works, Clark’s, Pittsburg Bridge works, 
Carnegie company’s upper and lower union 
mills, Park steel works, the American Steel 
and Wire company’s mills, the McConway- 
Torley company’s foundry, Zug & Co.’s mill, 
and the Marshall foundry. * 

Although the railroad authorities assert 
that they have full complements of switching 
crews in place of the strikers, the trouble is 
that the new men are still unfamiliar with 
the yards. There is also a congestion in the 
Glenwood and Port Perry yards of the Balti- 
more and Ohio and in the yards of the Junc- 
tion and the Pittsburg and Western roads, 
both owned by the Baltimore and Ohio. Of- 
ficials of the other roads say work is moving 
smoothly.

The nurse, a 14-year-old girl, saw with 
horror that the child had the revolver in its 
hand. She reached to take the weapon and 
at that moment it was discarged. The bullet 
entered the baby’s forehead and penetrated 
the brain. She died at 11 o'clock last night 
at the Englewood Union Hospital. 

The father of the baby, Georges Basset Jr., 
attaches no blame to the nurse. He is satis- 
fied that the death was not contemplated and 
ig authority for the story of the accident. 

The Bassett family lives at Ninety-third 
street and Calumet avenue, and the shooting 
occurred in the bedroom used by the child 
and nurse. The family was startied on 
Thursday morning by a pistol shot in this 
room. Rushing to the door, they were terri- 
fied to see bleod trickling from a hole in the 
s forehead. A physician was called 
and the wounds dressed. The bullet, which 
was of large caliber, entered the brain. The 
exit wound over the ear was even larger than 
the one in the forehead. 

The child was taken at once to the Engle- 
wood Union Hospital, where several sur- 
geons held a consultation. They decided 
that the little girl had a fighting chance for 
life, and her case was watched with intense 
interest by brain specialists. Late last night 
the case became hopeless. 

So sure were the parents that the child was 
not in immediate danger of death that they 
went home for the night a short time before 
she died.

Bt. Louis, Mo., Nov. 29.—[Special.]—The 
long smoldering troubles in the directory of 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition threaten 
to culminate in a general shake up, or rather 
shake down. It was announced today that 
Adolphus Busch, the largest individual con- 
tributor to the fair fund and chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, had offered 
his resignation as such. 

This was found to be true in part. The 
resignation has not yet been sent in, but Mr. 
Busch stated this evening that he expected 
to resign within the next few days. When 
asked whether there was any friction in the 
local board which induced him to take the 
contemplated action, Mr. Busch replied in the 
negative, saying that his business interests 
were so great that in justice to himself he 
could not give the time to exposition matters 
required by the position of chairman of the 
Foreign Relations committee. 


Criticism May Prompt Action. 

Doubtless this is true, but the general opin- 
ion is that Mr. Busch would have found the 
time had he not deemed that the criticism of 
him by the executive officers of the fair was 
scarcely warranted.

ITALY WILL BUY COLLECTION. 


Prince Borghese Is Refused Permission 
to Sell One of His Pictures Out- 
side Country.

ROME, Nov, 29.—The Chamber of Deputies 
passed a bill appropriating 3,500,000 
($700,000) for the purchase of the Borghese 
collection of pictures, the estimated value of

J. T. KEATING IN TROUBLE WITH 
KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS, — 


To Be Tried by Supreme Council on 
Charges That His Partnership with 
Congressman Mahony in Wholesale 

|, Whisky Business Disqualifies Him 
“for Membership—Now an Officer in 
Many Irish Orders and Head of the 
Hibernians of the United States. 


John T. Keating, member of the Board 
Education, is to be tried by the — 
Council of the Knights of Columbus next 
month on charges seeking to disqualify him 
from membership in that order. The matter 
has attracted some attention, as the order 18 
almost entirely an Irish-Catholic one and 
Mr. Keating is the national head of the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, 


The specific charge is that Mr. Keating is 


in the liquor business, and the constitution 
of the Knights of Columbus provides that 
no person who gains a livelihood by selling 
whisky may belong to it. The order is a 
higher branch of the Catholic Order of 
Foresters and comprises in ite membership 
some of the best known members of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in the city, including 
leading clergymen. 

Mr. Keating is a member of De LaSalle 
Lodge, which meets at Thirty-ninth street 
and Cottage Grove avenue, and at the time 
of his joining was the general manager in 


Chicago for a wholesale cigar firm. Recent- 
ly, however, he has gone into partnership 


with Congressman W. F. Mahony in the 
wholesale liquor business, having their store 
in the House of David in Clark street, the 
property owned by the Congressman. 

On this account charges have been filed 
against Mr. Keating in De La Salle Lodge, 
and that lodge has suspended him pending 
the hearing of the charges by the Supreme 
Council. John P. MeGoorty has been re- 
talned as Mr. Keating's counsel, and the trial 
promises to be interesting. It cannot come 
up until early in January, when the Supreme 
Council meets. Patrick J. McArdle, the lead- 
ing member of the body living in Chicago, 
declines to discuss the case.

BONINE’S TRIAL 


NEARING AN END. 


Witnesses for the Defense 
Expected to Take the 
Stand Today. 


STORY OF THE TRAGEDY. 


Woman’s Confession Telling of 
Shooting of Ayres Read 
to Jury. | 


MAY TESTIFY IN OWN BEHALF 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—Upon the eve 
of the adjournment today of the Criminal 
Court, before which Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine is 
being tried for the killing of James 8. Ayres 
Jr., District Attorney Gould announced that 
the government would rest its case after the 
introduction of one or two more witnesses, 
and that he expected to conclude tomorrow. 

T. W. Keane will then make a preliminary 
statement in Mrs. Bonine’s behalf, and wit- 
nesses for the defense will be introduced. 
It is expected that about twenty-five of these 
will de beard. Mrs. Bonine’s counsel say 
that they have not yet decided whether she 
shall be put upon the stand. 


Mrs, Bonine’s Confession. 


Deputy Coroner Glazebrook continued his 
testimony this morning. He told further of 
the bruises found on the bodies of Mrs. 
Bonine and Ayres, and was followed by De- 
tective Edward Horne, to whom Mrs. Bonine 
made her first official confesston. 

Horne said he had first met Mrs. Bonine on 
the morning that Ayres’ body was found. 
He had then asked her if she knew how Ayres 
had met his death, and she sald she did not. 

On the Monday foNowing the killing she had 
made her confession to him. This is the one 
already well known to the public. She had, 
he said, then told him that at 2 o'clock on 
the morning of Wednesday, May 15, Ayres 
had knocked on her door, and that when she 
went to the door he said he was sick and 
asked her to give him some medicine. She 
also consented to go to his room upon his 
making the plea that there would not be time 
the next morning for their conferénce before 
his leaving the house. She said she had 
@ressed herself completely and followed 
Ayres to his room. 


How Ayres Was Shot. 


When she turned the knob of the door 
Ayres opened it from the inside, and she 
found him standing back of the door holding 
a revolver in his right hand. She had then 
started to run away, but had tripped and 
Ayres caught her around the waist. 

She had illustrated her attitude and that of 
Ayres when the shooting occurred, saying 
that her back was to Ayres, that his right 
hand, in which the revolver was held, was 
thrown over her shoulder, and that she had 
caught that hand with both of her own. She 
did not know how the shots were fired, but 
she felt blood gush over her shoulder. When 
Ayres fell to the floor she fell under him, 
and, slipping out, had gone to her room, 
where she washed her hands and her wrapper 
and went to bed. 

Two Other Statements. 

When the court convened for the afternoon 
session Sten r Hess’ two statements 
made by Mrs. Bonine to the Chief of Police 
were offered as evidence and accepted, the 
defense making no objection. 

District Attorney Gould read the state- 
ments to the jury. The first was made on 
May 17, two days after the tragedy, and in 
this Mrs. Bonine expressed the opinion that 
a man must have done the killing, because 
she did not suppose a woman capable of the 
crime. 

The second statement was the confession 
made by Mrs. Bonine on May 20. It was 
published at the time. 

The reading of these documents completed, 
William W. Pierce, a mechanic, who had re- 
paired the lock on the door of Ayres’ room, 
was called. He had been to the room three 
times for this purpose, and on the two first 
occasions had found Mrs. Bonine there. She 
was alone and had manifested no confusion 
over his entrance. 

Detective Charles T. Peck testified that 
on the morning of the tragedy he had visited 
Ayres’ room and had found three empty

Amateurism. 


FROWNS ON LONG TRIPS. 


to Two Weeks Before 
School Opens. 
A. A. U. OFFER TURNED DOWN 


A long step toward the elimination of pro- 
fessionalism from college athletics was taken 
dy the faculty representatives of the inter- 
collegiate conference in their annual session 
at the Victoria Hotel yesterday. The action 
upon this question, the most important 
brought before the conference, was the adop- 
tion and extension of the views expressed 
by Professor Stagg of the University of Chi- 
cago some weeks ago. 

Summer baseball is practically prohibited 
for college athletes in any form/whatever, 
but whether the rule passed to prevent it is 
retroactive so as to effect players who have 


| transgressed in past years was not made 


lain or even discussed by the conference. 


as will be understood by all who remember 
the case of Gordon Clark, the former maroon 
star. From the wording of the rule, however, 
it uld appear that the intention of the 
conference was not to make it retroactive. 
Its language is as follows: 


No student is eligible to compete on a college 
team who plays in a so-called amateur, semi- 
fessional, or professional baseball game where 
gate money is charged, or where prizes, premiums, 
or purses are offered. 


Waldo Again Chosen Arbiter. 


To be applied to past offenses the rule 
would have to read has played instead of 
“plays,” it would seem. The action is 
sweeping in its effect and was taken after 
a thorough @iecussion, but with hardly a 
dissenting voloe. It was brought up through 
the report of Professor Waldo of Purdue, the 
arbiter of the conference colleges. Professor 
Waldo, by the way, was given a vote of 
thanke for his work this year, and was ap- 
pointed arbéter for another year. At his 


suggestion he was given power to name a 
interested, 


teresting problems in football and passed a 
resolution that all faculty Boards of Control 
shoud discourage unnecessary absences from 
college work. This is aimed et long tripsand 
the practice of training away from college 
grounds. The four-year eligibility rule was 
modified slightly in the way of justice to- 


first of the football year, if played 
other than conference 
college, should not be counted in etermining 
a player's eligibility. This will apply to a 
player who may be tried out early and not 
play again that year, but may develop into 
a star in later years. 


Limit Time for Early Football. 


At the suggestion of Professor Pattengill 
it was voted that four years in this eligi- 
bility rule should mean four years in the ag- 
gregate of college sports, baseball, football, 
and track athletics. Otherwise a man might 
play four years in each branch. The season 
of football practice was limited to two weeks 
before the opening of the college in the fall. 
The case of the University of Chicago, which 
has a summer quarter, was discussed, and it 
was agreed that Professor Stagg be allowed 
to begin work with any men who were in at- 
tendance at the summer quarter, but should 
not call his team together previous to the 
time set. 

The request of the A. A. U. for affiliation 
with the conference in the spring track meet 
was presented in the report of the Manag- 
ing committee without recommendation, and 
the matter was laid on the table. In this 
way notice was served on the A. A. U. that 
the conference felt inclined to take care of its 
own affairs. The meet will again be run by a 
Managing committee, and the Michigan rep- 
resentative, the only one yet selected, will be 
Henry M. Bates. The committee on the eligi- 
bility of track athletes is composed of the 
representatives of Michigan, Minnesota, and 
Northwestern. The bicycle events were 
dropped from the athletic program and the 
time for the presentation of the preliminary 
lists was lenghtened from twenty-one to 
thirty days, to give the committee more time 
for investigation. 

Conference to Enforce Rules. 

e conference gave itself the power to 
PE vt its rules hereafter by voting that 
when a rule is passed by the conference it 
must be accepted or rejected by each Board 
of Control within sixty days. If rejected it 
must come up at the next meeting, and if it 
passes then by a two-thirds vote it becomes 
a law, and the colleges not accepting it will 
be suspended. 

Professor J. H. Barton of IHinois was 
elected chairman for the year and Professor 
F. S. Jones of Minnesota was reélected sec- 
retary. The other representatives present 
were Professor A. H. Pattengill of Michigan, 
Professor A. A. Stagg of Chicago, Professor 
C. F. Slichter of Wisconsin, Professor E. A. 
Wilcox of Iowa, Professor O. F. Long of 
Northwestern, Professor H. A. Huston of 
Purdue, and Professor H. W. Johnston of 
Indiana. Professor White of Northwestern, 
Lane of Michigan, and Smith of lowa were 
invited to sit with the conference. 

It was announced that no protests were 
made or considered, the impression that such 
would be made being a mistaken one. The 
conference has no jurisdiction in that matter 
unless a case is brought before it by some 
Board of Control, as in the case of Clyde 
Williams of Iowa. Nor has the conference 
any jurisdiction in the difficulty between 
Chicago and Michigan over the territorial 
rights on Thanksgiving day. An informal 
discussion between Professors Stagg and 
Pattengill was the only way in which that 
matter appeared, but no agreement was 
reached.

New Novels, Etc. 
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W. L ALDEN COMMENTS ON 
NEW BOOKS IN ENGLAND. 


(Copyright: 1901: By the New York Times.) 

ONDON, Nov. 20.—There is an obvious 
tendency to return to nature in the 
books of the last twelvemonths. That 

is to say, there have been published a 
considerable number of books dealing 

with gardens, life in the open air, and the 
manners and customs of animals.’ There is 
evidently a demand for books of this sort, or 
else they would not be published. Return- 
ing to nature,” when it is put into ectual 
practice, generally means wearing a blue 
flannel shirt and no coat; living in a hut in- 
stead of a house; eating atrocious food 
cooked by some one who knows not the first 
elements of cookery, and acquiring a large 
amount of surface dirt on one's clothes and 
body. There was a time when I “ returned 
to nature for a few weeks every summer, 
but I could never see that much came of it 
except an inordinate desire for things I had 
left behind in civilization. The literature of 
returning to nature is much more tolera- 
dle than the actual process. Nothing is more 
delightful than to read’ of the beauties of 
life in the wilderness. You do not feel the 


book fancied that he had had after he had re- 
turned to civilization. - 
We have recently had a number of 
books, and those curious people who actual- 
ly find pleasure in getting earth under their 
finger nails and contracting lumbago dy 
weeding flower beds ewdently hail garden 
books with napture. Then there are the 
jungle books, which are frank imitatione of 
Mr. Kipling’s work, but for all that are read-. 
able. Also there are the cat books, such as

there are the books which preach the return 
to mature by precept and example, among 
which the most delightful ie Mr. Mowbrey’s 
Journey to Nature.“ I don't delſeve that 
Mr. Mowbray took the least pleasure in 


nature during the year that he lived in a. 


flannel shirt and ate fried pork, but he 
thought he enjoyed it—that is, after he had 
returned to civilization—and he certainly hae 
made his readers enjoy the story of his ex- 
periences. 

A nature boom of moderate dimensions 
is plainly with us, and it will probably en- 
dure long enough to bring dozens of new 
nature books into the world. The book- 
lover constantly demands new sensation, and 
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in Chicago will of course be widely repro- 


duced, and generally believed. It is inex- 
plicable that people should be so anxious 
to identify the characters of fiction with real 
men and women. Nobody as clever and witty 


as Dooley ever kept a saloon in Chicago. 


or anywhere else. Nobody with “ Dooley’s ” 
abilities would ever have remained in ob- 
scurity. This absurd fondness for identify- 
ing fiction with reality is far from complli- 
mentary to authors. Mr. Dunne, for exam- 
ple, invents “ Dooley and deserves all the 
credit that is due to so clever an inventor. 
To assert that he only painted Dooley” 
from an original Chicago saloonkeeper is lit- 
tle less than an insult to him. ; 

In the new serias edited by Mr. Bdmund 
Gosse and entitled A Century of French 
Romance,” the first place is given to Stend- 
hal’s “‘ Chartreuse of Parma. and it is to be 
followed by George Sands “ Mauprat.” 
These books will be interesting, if not in 
themselves then as milestones to mark the 
drift of taste. We may still be able to enjoy 
the psychology of Stendhal, but who will sit 
down and read through a novel by George 
Sand? I don’t for a moment deny that 
George Sand had genius, but the fact remains 
that the sort of stories which she wrote, and 
which pleased the public of fifty years ago, 
are no longer the sort of stories that people 
find interesting. There was a time when 
„ Telemaque was not only read but was 
actually the most popular book of its time. 
This, of course, was due chiéfly to the fact 
that. it was a political satire, aimed at the 
French King and his court. But what «a 
satiré! Is there any one today who could 
find anything that corresponds to our idea 
of satire in the deadly seriousness oft Tele- 
maque ? Fancy the book being published to- 
day, almed at anybody or anything. Would 
the public ever dream that it was 4 satire? 
However, the ‘Century of French Ro- 
mance” is a good plan for a series, and it 
ought to be successful. 

We have had revivals, in the shape of new 
editions of Dickens, Thackeray, Richardson, 
and Jane Austen, and now we are to have a 
révival of Sir Walter Scott. All this is 
well, but there are smaller men whose works 
have been nearly forgotten, but who deserve 
to be recalled to the memory of the present 


' generatiom: Why does not somebody call 


back the books of G. P. R. James from the 
dead? To be sure they were wooden in the 
extreme, but they had just the qualities which 
ought to make them popular once more, now 
that the historical novel is in fashion. I 
have little doubt that if a selection of James’ 
novels were republished people would read 
them with pleasure. I don’t mean his so-

THE FARMERS MUST WAKE ur. 

The Postmaster General says in his an- 
nual report that second-class mall matter 
constitutes three-fifths of the entire mail 
in weight and yet furnishes only one-twenty- 
eighth part of the postal revenues, It is 
estimated that one-half of the matter which 
has been enjoying the benefit of the second- 
class rate does not come within the meaning 
of the law. In the opinion of the Post- 
master General the government has been 
paying a subsidy of $12,000,000 a year “ for 
purely private publishing enterprises, run 
solely for private profit.“ This wrongful 
subsidy would pay, he says, “ substantially 
the net cost of extending rural free delivery 
over all the feasible part of the whole coun- 
try.” 
During the last few months the depart- 
ment has made efforts to mend matters by 
cutting off, wherever ‘possible, publica- 
tions which clearly are not entitled to the 
low rate. The Third Assistant Postmaster 
General says that the effect of these reform 
measures will be apparent in next year’s 
report, and the suggestion ie made by him 
that the finances of the department will be 
so much aided that one-cent letter postage 
will be practicable at no distant date. There 
is not, however, any urgent demand for this 
change in the postal laws. There is another 
use to which the money which may be saved 
by cutting down the loss through second- 
class mall matter will be more likely to be 
put. 

But it is not safe to count chickens be- 
fore they are hatched, If is not safe to 
assume that the recent reform work of 
the Postoffice department, praiseworthy as 
it is, will be allowed to go on. It is dis- 
tasteful to those who are the victims of it. 
They are not without influence with many 
Senators and Representatives and they will 
use. whatever influence they have to get 
back the lower rate for their publications. 
The general public takes as yet only a 
languid interest or no interest at all in this 
question. The persons who have been hit 
by recent adverse rulings of the department 
take a lively interest in it and are not un- 
likely to carry their point unless the con- 
stituents of country Congressmen ur- 
stand what is involved in this matter .ud 
bring pressure to bear on their representa- 
tives. 
The residents of 1 districts have beef 
converted to thorough belief in rural free 
delivery. At first they did not take kindly 
to it. Now it cannot come too soon for 
them. The Postoffice department is being 
importuned by farmers in all parts of the 
country for this service. Congress will ap- 
propriate for an extension of that service 
next year, no matter what the postal service 
may be, but if those receipts showed a sur- 
plus instead of a deficit the rural free de- 
livery service would be extended witl great- 
er rapidity. x. 
At the end of this fiscal year the rural 
population receiving daily service will reach 
5,700,000. But the delivery system will 
then cover only a little more than a quar- 


ter of the eligible portion of the country. The 
inhabitants of the remaining three-quarters 


will not get this daily service unless they 
speak out so that Congress can hear them, 
They must let Senators and Representatives 
know that the receipts of the Postoffice de- 


partment must not be lessened and the ex- 


tension of the rural free delivery system de- 
layed in order that subsidies may again be 
paid to the concerns which have been de- 
prived of them and are now laboring quietly 
and industriously to regain them. 


‘UNIVERSAL TRANSFER “CONCESSION.” 


The Local Transportation committee's 
majority decision to recommend that the 
five-cent fare be strictly continued under 
new grants rests (1) upon the committee's 
proposal that traction companies collect for 
the city from eyery passenger a special tax 
consisting of the difference between five 
cents and a legitimate fare, and (2) upon the 
assumption that a five-cent fare should be 
excused by universal transfers—which the 
committee demands. Yesterday attention 
was called in these columns to the actual 
incidence of this special tax—euphemized as 
“compensation.” Today Tue Trisune 
wishes to direct attention to the impropriety 
of regarding universal transfers as an off- 
set to high fares. ’ | 

No one who has observed street railway 
development in this country during the last 
dozen years will be misled by the idea that 
the giving of universal transfegs by car com - 
panies should be counted as a serious disad- 
vantage tothem. St railway consolida- 
tion in Boston in 1887 was followed by the 
wide extension of transfer privileges by the 
company. Detroit furnished a similar ex- 
ample in the early nineties. After the Me- 
tropolitan Street railway company had, a 
few years ago, consolidated the majority of 
the lines of New York it introduced prac- 
tically universal transfers. Approximately 
universal transfers prevail in Brooklyn. 
Something over two years ago four-fifths of 
the car lines of St. Louis were consolidated 
under city ordinances requiring transfers 
at practically all intersecting points. Simi- 
lar provisions obtain in the grants made 
comparatively recently in Indianapolis and 
in Milwaukee. Other examples, too, might 
be given. In other words, there has been a 
conspicuous movement during the last dec- 
ade toward the condition indicated by the 
phrase One city, one fare.” | 

That movement, however, has not in any 
broad sense been forced upon street railway 
managers against their will. Instead it has 
gone forward as the proper mode of extend- 
ing the transportation business. It means 
more travel and greater business success. 
The provisions mentioned in the case of St. 
Louis were in ordinances absolutely dictated 
by the car interests. Practically the same 
thing was true of the Indianapolis and the 
Milwaukee ordinances. In Detroit, too, the 
transfer extensions mentioned were volun- 
tary on the part of the company. As regards 
New York, there is some State legislation on 
the subject, but apparently the transfer 
privileges in Manhattan and Brooklyn Bor- 
oughs represent the voluntary action of the 
companies and their judgment as to good 
business policy. Certainly the profitable- 
ness of the lines of the Metropolitan com- 
pany has been something fabulous, 

In view of these facts it is not competent 
to regard universal tranefers as a conces- 
sion which should sammarily dispose of the 
question as to whether lower fares are prac- 
ticable in this city. It may be seriously 
doubted, indeed, whether the street railway 
| business of Chicago, if properly reorganiaéd

THE PHILIPPINE SITUATION. . 
The most cheering and interesting part 
of the report of the Secretary of War on the 
year’s work in the Philippines is that para- 
graph in which he says that “ in general the 
progreas of good government in the Philip- 
pines during the last year has been greater 
than the most sanguine American familiar 
with the obstacles to be overcome could have 
atiticipated.” 
Few Americans pretend to be at all famil- 
far with the situation in the Philippines. A 


‘great many have been oversanguine, assum- 


ing that after the Filipinos had had full 
experience of the power and resources of the 
United States they would bow to the inevit- 
able and peacefully cultivate their fields. 
They have been perplexed by the continuing 
reports of the activity of numerous guerrilla 
bands, operating sometimes quite near Ma- 
nila, and have been inclined to believe that 
the American authorities in the islands were 
not energetic enough, or that the pacification 
of the islands was as unending a task as 
that which was set for Sisyphus. These per- 
sons should be reassured by Secretary 
Root’s summing up of the situation. . 

It han been forgotten too often that con- 
fidence is a plant of slow growth. Especial- 
ly is this the case where alien races which 
do not understand one another are brought 
face to face. It is all the more difficult for 
Filipinos to confide in Americans because, as 
Secretary Root says, for hundreds of years 
the Filipino people have been accustomed to 
fait promises never fulfilled.” Spain has 
taught them to be distrustful of such prom- 
ses. We have made similar promises,“ 
gays the Secretary, but “ what we have al- 
ready done in the way of performance has 
been a revelation of unexpected good faith.” 
He believes that the American legislators 
and administrators in the Philippines are 
winning the confidence of the people by de- 
serving it. 

In view of these encouraging assurances 
Americans may take it for granted that in 
what the Declaration of Independence calls 
“the course of human events the Filipinos. 
will recognize in the Americans their best 
friends and will be at peace with them. All 
that is necessary to insure this happy result 
is persistence in the present policy of break- 
ing no promises and of dealing justly and 
considerately with the people. For three 
years, at least, this policy will be steadily 
pursued. 

PERRY THE PACIFICATOR. 

Captain Perry of the Iowa has made a 
record for himself. The merchants of Colon 
should hail him as the preserver of the town 
and of their property. Oolon fell into the 
hands of the revolutionists a few days ago. 
The government forces were advancing by 
land to attack and recapture the place. 
There was also a government gunboat in 
readiness to bombard it. Had it not been for 
the pressure brought to bear by the com- 
manders of the American and other war- 
ships that vessel would have opened fire 
early this week. - | 

Captain Perry, acting as the guardia 
angel of the inhabitants of Colon, has 
brought about an arrangement by which the 
revolutionists are to surrender the town and 
themselves, their life and liberty being guar- 
anteed by the Colombian government. It 
would like to shoot these revolutionists and 
thus put it out of their power to do any 
more mischief, but it has kindly promised to 
refrain from doing so. Should that govern- 
ment keep its promises, and it is to be as- 
sumed it will do so, all will be well. But if 
it shall lay hands on any of the men who 
are surrendering because they believe an 
agreement made with a representative of 
the American government is ample protec- 
tion, then a new and serious question will 
arise which it will not be easy to settle 
satisfactorily. In that event the relations 
between Captain Perry and both the bel- 
ligerents will not be pleasant. : 

Thanks to Captain Perry transit across 
the isthmus is already free. First he opened 
up railroad communication between Pana- 
ma and Colon, and then finished his work 
by reéstablishing peace at the last-named 
place. So far as is known he has been neu- 
tral, favoring neither of the belligerents, 
He has not interfered with their fighting 
except where that fighting clashed with the 
treaty obligations of the United States. 
This country has in Captain Perry a judi- 
cious as well as a gallant officer. 


THE MAYOR ON “ MUNICIPAL ATHLETICS.” 


Mayor Carter H. Harrison contributes to |. 


the current issue of the Independent an ar- 
ticle upon Municipal Athletics in which 
he contends for the propriety and impor- 
tance of the public recognition by cities of 
athletic exercise. The Mayor dwélis briefly 
upon the beneficial results of athletics, when 
properly conducted, taking it for granted 
no one will question this. He aleo com- 
pares the health and physical development 
of country children and city children fo the 
disparagement of the latter. 

The Mayor, who was once a city boy him- 
self, but was not harmed by being one, says: 
“Even in the smaller communities of this 
country, I might say, the majority of the 
children far below the average country 

boy and giti in health and physical de- 
velopment. Bread and butter children are 
the natural product of the city, due to the 
education Af the mind at the expense of 
the Serious exception might be 
taken to this comparison. It was shown 
during the civil war that city regiments 
could march farther and endure more than 
country regiments, the average age of the 
soldiers being about the same. It is al- 
together likely that a city boy placed upon 
a farm could not for some time compete with 
a country boy in raking, hoeing, mowing, 
or digging, not being accustomed to the 
work, but he would outwalk and outrun the 
latter, and in physical strength would not 
suffer by comparison. Equally, the Mayor's 
statement that bread and butter children 
are the natural product of the city may be 
questioned. It is far from true nowadays 
that in cities the mind is educated at the 
expense of the body. It is a vexed question 
with the educational authorities whether the 
municipal juvenile mind is educated either 
property or sufficiently, but there is no ques- 
tion as to the education of the body vo far 
as football and baseball games can edu- 
cate it. 

The Mayor's paper, however, is devoted 
mainly to the propriety of official recogni- 
tion by cities of the necessity “ for a broad 
and systematic plan of physical training for 
the youth of both sexes” and for the mu- 
‘nicipai supervision and encouragement of 
‘sponte, not alone

NEWS FROM INSURANCE FIELD. 


General Advance in Farm Rates Is Ex- 
pected to Come with the First 
of the Year. 


The West is in for a general advance in 
farm rates at the first of the year. A num- 
ber of conferences have been held in Chicago 
over the question, and the new rates are 
about ready for publication. What are 
called the professional farm insurance com- 
panies are the Continental, Phenix of Brook- 
lyn, Connecticut, German of Freeport, Home 
of New York, American of Newark, and 
Forest City. They handle the business 
through separate farm departments, take 
notes, and get on the average 8 per cent for 
five years. 

The others writing farm risks are the St. 
Paul, North America, Pheenix of England, 
American Central, Hanover, Fireman's 
Fund, tna, and London and Liverpool and 
Globe. They write the business through 
recording agencies in certain districts, and 
their usual rates have been 50 cents for one 
year, $1 for three years, and $1.50 for five. 

On these rates they have all been losing 
money. These companies say the way to an 
improvement is paved by the retirement from 
this field of the Fire association, which has 
been writing $200,000 a year in premiums on 
its Western farm business. Several already 
have increased their rates, and others will 
do so before the first of the year, putting 
them up to a figure at which there is some 


show of profit.

NCOMPATIBILITY of temper has been 
the cause of the downfall of more than 
one otherwise able statesman, especially 
in Engiand, and Sir John Gorst, the most 
intelectual and brilMant member of the 
Salisbury administration, is about to be de- 
prived of his seat in the Cabinet as Minister 
of Public Instruction solely and entirely be- 
cause he ts unable to agree either with his 
colleagues at the council board or with his 
subordinates in the Department of Educa- 
tion. He ts the cause of continual friction 
both in and out of the Cabinet, and while he 
is one of the most entertaining speakers in 
the House of Commons—a sort of Parlia- 
mentary “ cracker,” exploding in every di- 
rection with piquant results—his sparkling 
eynicisms and his cutting sarcasms are 
— at the expense of his colleagues, $i 


The next Parhamentary session will be 
largely devoted to an endeavor on the part 
of the government to get an important edu- 
cational measure through both 
houses, and the Ministers have come to the 
conclusion that Sir John is not the man to 
carry the bill through the National Legisla- 
ture, and that, on the contrary, his treatment 
thereof is likely to create insuperable ob- 
stacles not only on the opposition side of the 
House but likewise on the government side. 
In one word, Sir John has got to go, anditis 
probable he will be superseded betwéen now 
and February, a victim to his own lack of 
suavity and to his oo to rub people 
the wrong way. 


Among others who nie been forced out of 
the administration for almost identical rea- 
sons may be mentioned the Rt.-Hon. Acton 
. Ayrton, who, while wonderfully clever, 
was certainly the most ble man who 
ever has held office. His personal unpopu- 
larity was such that it threatened to ship- 
wreck the entire administration, and so, like 
Jonah of old, he was pitched overboard, with 
the result that the storm was appeased and 
the danger to the ministry at an end. 
Another Jonah of the same kind was the 
late Sir Austen Henry Layard, the world- 
famed discoverer of Nineveh, who, lke so 
many other explorers, was exceedingly in- 
tolerant of opposition to his views, short- 
tempered, crotchety, and difficult to get 
along with. When, owing to his unbearable 
behavior, it had become impossible to retain 
him any longer as a member of the admin- 
istration, he was deprived of his post and 
given in exchange the embassy at Madrid 
in the expectation that the fact of his mother 
being a Spaniard might render the Hidalgos 
more disposed to put up with his general be- 
havior than his own countrymen. 

Apropos of his parentage, I may mention 
that he was born in Paris and to a great ex- 
tent educated in Italy, a combination of cir-- 
cumstances which at one time seriously pre- 
judiced the British Parliamentary constitu- 
ency of Southwark against him, until finally 
he won the electors to his side by humor- 
ously inquiring of them whether, if a man 
were born in a stable they would necessarily 
call him a horse. His widow and niece were 
in this country at the time of the last cup 
races as the guests of Mr. and Mrs. Clement 
Griscom of Philadelphia, and were exten- 
sively entertained.

Nor must I omit from this list the name of 
the late Lord Chelmsford, who was deprived 
of his seat on the woolsack and of the post.

FURNACE SLIT MAKES COMET. 


Layman Offers an Explanation of the 
a Which Appeared 


Wednesday Evening. 


Chicago, Nov. 29.—[ Editor of The Tribune. } 
Although I am but a layman, and under no 
circumstances would I dare presume to take 
issue with the professional explorer of in- 
finite space regarding his opinion of the rela- 
tive positions of Mars, Jupiter, or Venus, 1 


do make bold in this instance to assert that I 1 


am competent to state positively when a 
comet is a comet and when it is but a 
mundane reflection. 

Where I live, in the limits of Woodlawn, 
the prairie affords an almost unbroken view 
of the stacks of South Chicago, and night 
after night we have the illuminated south- 
eastern sky, the rays of light radiating in all 
directions, and while we must confess that 
the ‘‘ phenomenon last night was truly a 
phenomenon, we all know from early teach- 
ings in the lower grades, that light travels in 
straight lines. From where I viewed the 
comet it appeared directly overhead, and 
one could trace the source whence it came 
from the direction in which it pointed, ap- 


| pearing to be about four feet long, and point- 


ing directly to the bright light in the south- 
east horizon, which latter was the fllumina- 
tion from the South Chicago steel works. 
Watching the ray for a length of time, and 
keeping also a close watch on the horizon 
light, one discovered that when the ray over- 
head diminished in brightness there was a 
corresponding diminution in brightness of 
the horizon light. This proved beyond the 
shadow of a doubt its source, there undoubt- 
edly being a crack or slit in the furnace 
through which the shaft of light escaped, 
and the clouds, mist, or haze were in a prop-
